Bosnian Foreign Minister Muhamed 
Sacirbey, speaking in Brussels, 
Belgium, said the truce could be 
endangered if the expulsions contin- 
ued. 

“The cease-fire and the peace 
process are in jeopardy if the ethnic 
cleansing is not confronted,” he said. 
The U.S. State Department said it was 
“exceedingly concerned” about the 
reports. 

While Sarajevo, still ringed by hos- 
tile Serb forces, remained cut off from 
the outside world, the cease-fire 
agreement appeared to have secured it 
limited supplies of gas and electricity. 
But water was still short because of 
electrical pumping problems. 

Another condition of the cease-fire 
— stable routes to the government 
enclave of Gorazde — had not yet 
been met. It could take aays for the 
United Nations to clear mines. 

But, in contrast to dozens of cease- 
fires that have failed since 1992, all 
sides appeared serious about making 
this one work. The truce is to lead to 
negotiations in the United States at 
the end of the month and a later peace 
conference in Paris. 

“All conditions have been met, and 
we have the security that tonight we 
will have a cease-fire,” said Antonio 
Pedauye, the United Nations’ chief

Tensions between Hamas and the 
Palestinian Authority have increased 
ever since the self-rule government 
was established in April 1994, and 
many feared they could boil over into 
street battles and civil warfare. 

Vowing to wreck Arafat’s peace 
moves, Hamas has carried out a series 
of attacks and suicide bombings that 
have killed more than 90 Israelis in 
the past two years. In an effort to stem 
the attacks, and under increasing pres- 
sure from the United States and Israel, 
Arafat ordered scores of militants 
jailed, although his officials have 
denied they were mistreated. 

Key to any PLO-Hamas reconcilia- 
tion is a pledge by Hamas to stop 
launching suicide attacks against 
Israel from Palestinian-controlled 
areas and to halt attacks against 
Israelis inside autonomy zones. 

Sources close to Hamas who 
demanded anonymity said the group 
will halt the suicide bombings and 
other attacks. The sources stressed, 
however, that the policy was tanta- 
mount to a cease-fire with Israel and 
could crumble if Israel, for example, 
hunted down Hamas activists. 

Col. Jibril Rajoub, head of Arafat’s 
security force in the West Bank, said 
he expected the agreement to be final- 
ized before Palestinian troops begin 
deploying in the West Bank later this 
month. 

“These people (Hamas) are patriots, 
and I don’t expect them to carry out 
any acts, including military acts, that 
will hurt Palestinian interests,” 
Rajoub told the AP.

out of Wednesday night’s live TV 
interview after he and his lawyers had 
second thoughts about the no-holds- 
barred format NBC had demanded, 
the network said. 


“NBC News had a clear understand- 


ing as of yesterday morning with Mr. 
Simpson and his lawyers that there 
would be no conditions attached to 
this interview,” NBC anchorman Tom 
Brokaw said in a special live report. 


“But Mr. Simpson’s lawyers 


overnight prevailed upon him not to 
participate, they said, because of the 
civil suit that he faces from the fami- 
lies of Nicole Brown and Ron 
Goldman.” 


The hour-long, commercial-free 


“Dateline NBC” interview would 
have been conducted by Brokaw and 
Katie Couric. It would have been 
Simpson’s first extensive interview 
since he was acquitted last week. 
Tens of millions of viewers were 
expected to tune in. 


Anything Simpson said on televi- 


sion could have been used against 
him in the wrongful-death lawsuits 
brought by the victims’ families. 


In an interview on CBS radio station 


O.J. Simpson backs out

WBBM in Chicago, Brokaw was 
asked if he and Couric would have 
been barred from talking about the 
murders. 

“It came down to that,” Brokaw said 
with a laugh. “They did say, * Well, 
are you going to get into timelines?’

The cancellation was seen as a set- 
back for Simpson, eager to counter: 
widespread public outrage over his 
acquittal. 

“Now, it’s a public relations disas- 
ter,” said legal analyst Stan Goldman 
said.

NBC’s:.announcement Monday that 
it would broadcast the interview 
prompted a storm of protest from 
groups and individuals inside and out- 
side the network who criticized NBC 
for giving a forum to Simpson, who 
did not take the stand-in his murder 
trial. 4 

NBC was inundated with thousands 
of calls, mostly negative, about the 
interview, spokeswoman Lynn 
Gardner said. 

Gloria Allred, the lawyer for Ms 
Simpson’s family, quoted Ms. 
Simpson’s sister Tanya Brown as say-- 
ing after Simpson canceled: “It makes 
my day.”

GOP bill cuts Medicare, gives health care options to elderly

WASHINGTON — Over vocifer- 
ous Democratic opposition, House 
Republicans muscled through com- 
mittee on Wednesday legislation that 
would squeeze $270 billion from 
Medicare over seven years while 
expanding health care choices for the 
elderly. 

The vote in the House Ways and 
Means Committee was 22-14, with all 
GOP members of the panel embracing 
the bill and all Democrats opposed. 

Action in a second committee was 
briefly interrupted by a demonstration 
staged by elderly activists of a labor- 
backed organization, an incident that 
underscored the passions stirred by 
the legislation. 

House Speaker Newt Gingrich is 
expected to bring the measure to a 
vote in the full House next week. A 


similar measure is pending in the 
Senate. President Clinton has threat- 
ened a veto. 

Capping a contentious three-day 
debate in the Ways and Means 
Committee that he chairs, Rep. Bill 
Archer of Texas said Republicans had 
kept their word and devised a plan 
that assures Medicare’s solvency for 
current senior citizens and for those 
who will become senior citizens. 

The measure would slow the growth 
of the giant health program from an 
estimated 10 percent a year to roughly 
6.4 percent. Most of the savings 
would come from curtailing planned 
increases in fees for doctors and hos- 
pitals, although seniors would pay 
higher premiums, as well, with the 
wealthy paying much more. 

At the same time, the legislation, 
drafted under Gingrich’s personal 
direction, would let senior citizens 


choose alternatives to the current fee- 
for-service Medicare, such as health 
maintenance organizations. Senior 
citizens wouldn’t get breaks on their 
premiums for joining HMOs or other 
managed-care plans, but they might 
get better benefits, such as prescrip- 
tion drugs and eyeglasses. 

Citing a report by Medicare’s 
trustees, Republicans say the measure 
is necessary to stave off bankruptcy 
for a Medicare trust fund. 

The $270 billion in seven-year sav- 
ings also was dictated by the bai- 
anced-budget blueprint congressional 
Republicans passed earlier in the 
year. Democrats charged repeatedly 
that the figure was roughly three 
times the size necessary to guarantee 
Medicare’s financial stability. 

In a subplot, Republicans sought to 
dampen the controversy that devel- 
oped Tuesday night when the

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Scientist finds possible AIDS breakthrough 


KANSAS CITY, Kan. — A scientist says he has succeeded in causing AIDS 
in monkeys with a virus more closely resembling the one that infects people — 
a development that overcomes one obstacle to the development of drugs and 
vaccines against the disease. 

Vaéecine research had been slowed because HIV, the human AIDS virus, has 
not' caused monkeys to become AIDS-infected. However, monkeys can develop 
the! disease from the simian immunodeficiency virus, which is similar to HIV. 

Bill Narayan, a virologist at the University of Kansas Medical Center, used a 
virus developed by Harvard researchers that combines parts of HIV with SIV. 
Hejthen increased the strength of the hybrid virus by passing it from monkey to 
monkey through bone marrow transplants. 

Within six months of being infected with the newly developed virus, about 20 
monkeys developed many of the symptoms seen in humans. Three monkeys 
have died so far of AIDS-related causes, and four other monkeys have become 
severely ill. 

The National Institutes of Health has given Narayan a four-year, $1.6 million 
grant to continue studying the virus. 


Delayed-ripening tomato gets U.S. approval 


WASHINGTON — Monsanto Co. has gained government approval to sell a 
tomato that is genetically engineered to delay ripening. 

e Agriculture Department’s Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service 
announced the approval Tuesday, but the St. Louis-based company won't say 
when it intends to market the tomato. 

The tomato is one of several genetically engineered products from the compa- 
ny{which developed a hormone that causes cows to produce more milk. Earlier 
thig year the company received approval to grow and sell a potato that produces 
its pwn version of a naturally occurring pesticide. 

onsanto has positioned itself to introduce the tomato to consumers. Three 
delayed-ripening or delayed-softening tomatoes have been approved. Delayed 
rippning means the tomatoes can stay on the vine longer. 


Police to probe solicitors of alleged brothel 


SALT LAKE CITY — Now that the operator and two of his employees of an 
alléged brothel have been arrested, police say they may be contacting some reg- 
ular customers of the Capitol Hill area establishment. 

“Those guys are just as responsible for what’s taking place in that neighbor- 
hood as the prostitutes,” said Lt. Jim Jensen. 

Gn Tuesday, police arrested Tony Robinson, operator of Mistresses 
Independent Network Central, on charges of exploiting prostitution and distrib- 
utifig pornographic material. 

Robinson argues that the women leasing space in the fourplex are selling their 
time, not sex. He contends they only have sex with tlie customers if they want 
to. 

“The business owner said he’s found a legal loophole for this type of activi- 
ty,” Jensen said. “But it’s the same setup that’s been used for years in massage 
parlors, ‘shoeshine shops’ and other fronts for prostitution.” 


‘U’ researchers localize disease-causing gene 


SALT LAKE CITY — Two University of Utah researchers have helped 
unravel a DNA mystery by ferreting out the location of the gene causing Ulnar- 
Mammary Syndrome. 

The discovery by geneticist Lynn Jorde and pediatrician Michael Bamshad 
was reported in the October issue of the scientific journal “Human Molecular 
Genetics.” 

“Anything we do to help us understand a disease gives us hope for a cure,” 
said Jorde, a researcher with the school’s Eccles Institute of Human Genetics. 

Ulnar-Mammary Syndrome is a dominant genetic disorder characterized by 
such things as shortened forearms, missing fingers, delayed male puberty or 
female breast dysfunction. It affects fewer than one person in 100,000. 

“Identification of the gene causing UMS will be an important step toward 
understanding the molecular mechanisms that control limb development,” 
Jorde said. “Once we pinpoint the gene and understand what it does, that allows 
us to proceed.”

Activities is giving more than 80 
scholarships of $1,000 each to BYU 
undergraduates for pursuing research 
and creative projects. 

Applicants need a project proposal 
and a faculty mentor supervising their 
project. Proposals are due Oct. 31 at 
the ORCA office in A-261 ASB. 

Last year, 85 awards were given out 
to students representing 40 to 50 
departments and every college, said 
Gary Reynolds, associate director of 
research and creative work. Project 
proposals range from dance choreog- 
raphy to microbiology experiments 
and social science studies. 

Basically, it’s a way to help get stu- 
dents and faculty together, Reynolds 
said. 

This is the third year these awards 
are being given out. The ORCA eval- 
uates the project proposals and 
decides which ones to fund. The 
money is given out at the beginning of 
winter semester. 

Students have until the end of 
August to complete their projects and 
write a final report. The reports are 
then published in a journal. 

In 1994, Maryn Roos researched the 
children’s book industry and then 
wrote and illustrated her own chil- 
dren’s picture book. 

Mitchell W. Larsen worked on find- 
ing an efficient way to construct X- 
ray mirrors. 

Bryce Johnson made a 30-minute 
film documentary. 

Some projects cost more than oth- 
ers. 

“We don’t ask how the money is 
spent,’ Reynolds said. The money 
may be used for supplies, travel or 
other compensatory expenses. 

About one-third to one-fourth of 
applicants win a scholarship. About 
200 students are expected to apply, 
Reynolds said. If more apply, the 
ORCA will try to get more scholar- 
ships.

Greens promote grassroots democracy and environmental protection:

Put away your notions of the long haired, 
Birkenstock-wearing eco-terrorist, who-con- 
siders dirt a fashion accessory. Today’s 
environmental activists are more than just 
tree huggers. Uniting under the umbrella of 
the Green Party, the environmental cause 
has expanded into a political movement that 
espouses community-based economics, 
non-violence, social justice, grassroots 
democracy and respect for diversity. 

Since 1986, when the first Greens were 
elected to office in Bayfield County, Wis., 
and New Haven, Conn., the Greens have 
been elected to municipal and county 
offices. In 1994, 14 states supported 75 
green candidates, elected 13 of them and 
received more than 1.1 million votes nation- 
wide, said Howie Hawkins in an article for 
Z Magazine. 

Most Greens affiliate themselves with 
local or state groups rather than with a 
national party organization, and each state 
Green party has a specific agenda. 

“On the state level we’re extremely 
active,” said Greg Gerritt, office coordinator 
for the Maine Green Party. “Our major 
focus right now is two-fold: we’re working 
on gaining major ballot access; in fact, 
we're filing a federal lawsuit today. We’re 
also organizing a referendum campaign to 
ban clear cutting.” 

The Maine Greens have the longest histo- 
ry as an organized Green Party. They began 
meeting in 1984, and became a legal entity

For Japanese-Americans, it was the 
beginning of a nightmare. 

“The nightmare of evacuation 
became a reality in April 1942, and 
the U.S. Army gave us 10 day’s notice 
to get out of the home in which we 
had lived for 15 years,” Yoshiko 
Uchida wrote in a book entitled 
“Topaz, City of Dust.” 

Uchida and her family, along with 
8,000 other Japanese-Americans from 
the San Francisco Bay Area, were 
sent to the Tanforan race track where 
her family lived in a horse stall for- 
mally occupied by a single horse, 
Uchida said. 

Even though the life in what they 
called “assembly centers” was 
restricted with frequent roll calls, 
wholesale vaccinations, censorship of 
mail and loss of privacy, the tension 
was relieved by activities such as the 
repair and landscaping of quarters, 
planting of victory gardens and an 
extensive WCCA (Wartime Civil 
Control] Administration) recreation 
program, according to Arrington. 

Six months after living in a horse 
stall, they were sent to Abraham, in 
Millard County. 

Those who owned land, businesses 
and houses had to sell them for unfair 
prices to move to camps, said Ted 
Nagata, a resident of Salt Lake City, 
who lived in Topaz Camp for three 
years during World War II. 

According to Beckwith, Delta was a 
small town in central Utah which 
never recovered from the depression 
and always looked for ways to bring 
people in and make money any way it 


said there was no commitment to sus- 
pend military action.

could. The town’s sugar beet farms 
went out of business when they were 
attacked by worms, and the farm land 
was a perfect site for the camp. 
“While the entire project covered 
19,800 acres, the camp the city 
designed to house 9,000 persons was 
a mile square,” Arrington said. 
Living conditions inside of the 
barbed-wire were not pleasant, 
according to historical sources. 
Arrington said the climate rages 
from 106 degrees in the summer to 30 
degrees below zero in winter, and the 
rainfall on nonabsorbent soil makes 
an ideal breeding ground for mosqui- 
toes. Also, winds caused constant dust 
storms. 
Beckwith said the barracks’ walls 
were made out of wet lumber, so 
when they were finished and dried, 


they had cracks which allowed the 
wind to blow flour-like sand into all 
the rooms. The outside of barracks 
was tar-papered, which absorbed heat 
during summer, and during winter 
they only had a coal stove to warm 
themselves, Beckwith said. 

Barbara Freeland, a resident of 
Ogden, Utah, was 6 years old when 
she went into the camp. 

“As a child, it (life) was great. 
Children were highly protected, 
played with friends,” she said. “I 
don't think it was a sad, oppressed 
time.” 

Freeland said the government pro- 
vided good medical care. “After I 
grew up, I thought that was totally 
unfair, but at that time I was little 
enough that I didn’t realize. My loyal- 
ty was always to the U.S. 


Possible government backing 
to allow U S West expansion

WASHINGTON — U S West was 
expected to win backing from the 
Clinton administration today to pro- 
vide long-distance service in 36 states 
where it does not currently offer local 
phone service, a company. official and 
Justice Department lawyers said. 

The regional Bell company, which 
provides local phone service in 14 
Western states, would be the first Bell 
company to win government backing 
to provide long-distance service out- 
side its local territory. 

In April, the Justice Department 


“endorsed Ameritech’s bid to provide 


long-distance service within its 
region. 

The agreement among U S West, the 
Justice Departmeni and AT&T Corp. 
was expected to be announced today, 
according to a U S West official and 
department lawyers, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

U S West’s agreement must be 
approved by U.S. District Court Judge 
Harold Greene, who oversaw a con- 
sent decree that broke up AT&T in 
1984 and barred the Bell offspring 
from a number of businesses, ;~¢lud- 
ing long distance. 

If approved by Greene, the agree- 
ment would permit U S West to offer 
millions of customers one-stop shop- 
ping for local, long-distance and cable 
television services. 

US West doesn’t need federal per- 
mission to provide local phone ser- 
vice outside its territory, but, depend- 
ing on the market,’ would need state 
regulatory approval. 

An AT&T attorney, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said the com- 
pany supports the agreement because 
“this may be a way to get the Bells 
competing against each other.”

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Ground broken 
for new eating 
disorder clinic

Ground was broken Wednesday for 
the Center for Change, a women’s pri- 
vate care center in Orem that special- 
izes in the treatment of eating disor- 
ders. 

Center for Change, Inc., is the first 
health care facility in Utah dedicated 
solely to the treatment of eating disor- 
ders such as bulimia and anorexia, 
said the center’s vice-president, Dr. 
Michael E. Berrett. The center will 
serve women exclusively. 

The center is staffed with one physi- 
cian and four psychologists. It will 
provide in- and out-patient treatments 
for women with severe eating disor- 
ders, Berrett said. 

He said that more than 20,000 peo- 
ple-along the Wasatch Front show evi- 
dence of some kind of eating disorder, 
and 95 percent of them are women. 

Dr. Randy K. Hardman, another of 
the’ center’s vice presidents, said most 
eating disorders evolve from people 
whose self-worth is based on external 
appearances. Counseling is geared to 
de-emphasize outward qualities and 
focus on what is inside, Hardman 
said. 

Many eating disorders arise in indi- 
viduals from families who urge per- 
fectionism, or are rigid or controlling, 
Hardman said. Therapy sessions allow 
healing, forgiveness and inform fami- 
lies of why their child or sibling copes 
with pressures in the way they do. 

Information released by the center 
stated that females who suffer from 
eating disorders exhibit certain per- 
sonality traits and tendencies. Most 
are driven to succeed in either a pro- 
fession or a personal relationship and 
all’ place high value on external rein- 
forcement and acceptance. 

The center will begin building this 
month and should be completed in 
February or March 1996, Hardman 
said.
